Also berthed at 
designator F were about 20 Soviet PT boats described as having two torpedo tubes, 
flying bridge and two small caliber automatic guns j ^ft. They were identified as 
members of the VO0FER class. 

Polish Naval Vessels flighted At designator 0 a very old Polish AMS type vessel 
was berthed. ThisTvas oelieved to be an ex-German craft.

Per- 
sonnel aboard were thought to be in excess of normal complements and appeared to 
auperabound on vessels sighted.
